To. undertake, upon _ the 
request of the Secunty Council, any 
of the functions now assigned to the

CONSTITUTION 
A “Socialist State” 

Israel's proposed. national Constitu- 
tion. provides for a one-chamber Parlia- 
ment of fewer than 100 members, with 
a strong Premier and a figurchead 
President. the New York.  HERALD- 
TRiBUNE reported tast_weck. 

A copy of! the draft Constiution, 
which “ goes beyond any existing docu-

Phe Consiituiion was said to combine 
features of American. .French. and 
British systems of government with 
some of the fundamentals of ancient 
Jewish law. It would be adapted to a 
modern industrial democracy 

The document sets out the framework 
of a Socialist State, prohibits the death 
penalty, and sharply defines the powers 
of the President, who cannot veto legis- 
lation and can take no action of his 
own. Without the approval of a Cabinet 
member.—-(Reuter) 


HAPOEL HAMIZRACHI 
“Religious Zionist Labour Party”

The Constitution of the Hapoel Ha- 
mizracht Organisation of Great Britain 
and Ireland adopted at its first annual 
conference, held during the week-end, 
provides a dual purpose for the Move- 
ment: first, to be a “ roof organisation ” 
for its component’. parts, Torah 
Va'Avodah, Bachad, and Bnei Akivah;

It really would be unreasonable to expect 
these proselytised gent to be more 
Jewish than they already are! 
“Incurable Madness ~ 

Even rationalists and theologians have 
humoured superstition in Tunis lke an 
incurable madness Because the ghetto 
believed that fiends contaminate the wells 
during the crucial minute when their 
guardian angels change shift four umes 
a year, the Tunisian Rabbis would give 
out the precise times when it was unsafe 
to go to the well. Early in this century. 
three bold Rabbis ate bread baked with 
yeast which had been thrawn out of a 
house because a death had occurred there 
and because the Angel of Death was 
supposed to have wiped his bloody knife, 


as a matter of routine, on the yeast, 
Ihe Rabbis survived, and so did the 
practice 

To-day the evil genu are no longer 
omnipresent in the ghetto, but in the 
darkest corners where vermin breed 
they still swarm thickly and, like the 
flies, never cease tormenting the Jew 
from his cradle to the grave. Woe 
betide him if the bed in which he 1s

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U.N. ACHIEVEMENTS 


THE third General Assembly of the United 
Nations, which came to an end early this 
week after lasting not quite three months, 
has to its credit some remarkable achicve- 
ments in the non-political sphere, but has 
failed to win general approval for its 
manner of handling urgent topical ques- 
tions. Even those who find praise for the 
work done by the Committee on Human 
Rights are inclined to question whether the 
Assembly as a whole has not missed its 
purpose. Such criticisms turn largely on 
two suggested failings: the inability of the 
Assembly to “solve” problems such as 
Palestine or the Berlin deadlock; and the 
general cumbersomeness of its proceedings. 
In regard to the first, it is not always clear 
whether the critics are really grieved because 
their own pet solutions have not been 
adopted under cover of an_ international 
settlement. or whether they genuinely 
expected the Assembly to rise above the 
limitations of sovereignty and national 
politics in our epoch. If the United Nations 
did not “solve” the Berlin and Palestine 
problems, it can at least be claimed that 
it did not. exacerbate them. ‘So acute an 
observer as Mr. SUMNER WELLES, the for- 
mer American Under-Secretary of State, has 
commented sarcastically on the indignation 
lisplaved in Washington, London, and, to 
a lesser degree. Paris, at Dr. Evatt’s and 
Me Tryove sudden intervention. in 
the Berlin dispute. That these two respon- 
sible and experienced statesmen should have 
ventured to act as servants of the United 
Nations, rather than as spokesmen ol the 
majority, was not, it appears, thought pos- 
sible or decent. It was the same with Pales- 
tine and Greece —at any rate, to the extent 
that the British Foreign Office experienced 
the familar sensation of! being stabbed in the 
back by Dr. -Evatr, though the Americans 
seem to be taking the matter less tragically: 
perhaps because the genuine liberalism of 
Australia is closer to their awn basic out- 
look than to that of Mr. BrVINS advisers 


It is easier to sympathise with the com- 
plaint that the Assembly spent too much 
time debating controversial matters. and did 
so in too rfancorous a tashion. Certainly 
the precedent established by Mr. VISHINSKY 
was quickly followed up, and the public 
was treated to a whole series of raucous and 


snarling speeches, with the Slav delegates 


setting the pace and the Western representa- 
tives trving not to be lett behind The 
debates on atomic energy control and on 
the Berlin blockade were plainly designed 
to mobilise publhe opinion behind _ the 
protagonists. As such, they were a failure 
as taf aS the Western world 1s concerned, 
and probably a doubtful success behind the 
lron Curtain. Most people had made up 
their minds m advance that world control 
of atomic energy would be blocked and 
were scarcely Surprised by the abortive out- 
come of the GISCUSSIONS. The reality of the 
present world situation is the existence of 
an armaments race between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, particularly in 
the at In these circumstances, one can 
hardly expect the average person to luke 
much interest in propagandist offers to 
reduce all armaments by a given percentage 
As tor Berlin, while most people in the 
West sympathise with the Social Democrats. 
and try their best to forget that they are 
Germans, the overwhelming sense is one of 
disappointment that) matters should have 
reached this stage: just as most liberal- 
minded persons would rather see the Greek 
civil war. brought to an end by agreement 
than celebrate the victory. of either side. 
The Australians themselves the 
spokesmen of this universal sentiment, and 
who shall blame them? On Palestine. at 
least the intervention of this liberal * third 
force was effective and beneficial. 


Ihe adoption of a Declaration on Human 
Rights. and of a Convention outlawing 
penocide, must. be judged against this dis- 
couraging background It is tempting to 
“ay that neither would be needed in the 
Kind of world which thei sponsors. appar- 
entiy assume to eaist—one in which idealistic 
documents of this sort are treated seriously 
hy Governments. But this is too facile a 
Way OF dealing with a very grave subject. 


The Committee which Mrs. ELEANOR 
ROOSEVELT animated with her presence was 
not composed of political innocents. Its 
members were well aware that they might 
be accused of preaching to the converted. 
That they did not do so is evident from 
the abstention of the Soviet bloc, Saudi 
Arabia, and South Africa from voting for 
the Declaration, which contains clauses 
guaranteeing certain traditional freedoms to 
all human beings without distinction—in- 
cluding, it must be assumed, the inmates of 
“ labour camps” and the nationals of certain 
States which forbid emigration, as well as 
the slaves who still exist in large numbers in 
certain member States. Here the tssue was 
joined on grounds of principle, and the 
inclusion of the contentious clauses against 
the protest of the Soviet group of States 
dramatically lighted up the deeper conflict 
between the defenders oj the Western tradi- 
tion-—C onservatives, Liberals, and Socialists 
alike—and its opponents. 

No such fundamental disagreement 
appeared in the discussions on the crime of 
genocide—systematic murder of a whole 
racial group—nor was any dispute expected, 
but to say that this merely proves the empti- 
ness of such professions is to misunderstand 
the purpose of the signatories. The 
Convention was finally adopted unani- 
mously, though South Africa, Costa Rica, 
and El Salvador absented themselves when 
the vote was taken. The British Govern- 
ment, whose coolness tor the whole matter 
had caused concern to her friends during the 
discussions, finally voted for the proposal 
and thus found her rightful place in the 


ranks of the humanitarians. No one imagines 


that the existence of the Convention would 
have prevented the Hitler regime from light- 
ing the furnaces of Auschwitz and Maidanek 
Whether it will discourage future imitators 
depends on the readiness of world. public 
opinion to ensure that good intentions are 
converted into deeds. It ts not the Hitlers of 
the future who have been warned—for any 
warning would be lost on them—but their 
potential victims Genocide arisen 
because racialist doctrines have gone un- 
challenged for too long and because, in the 
absence of an international authority, 
Governments have claimed the right to 
gain their Gbjectives by all means. includ- 
ing systematic mass murder. This “ right ” 
has been formally abrogated, and with it 
something of the doctrine of unlimited 
national sovereignty. The signatories to the 
Convention, which, by the way, must 
be ratified by 20 adherents: to become 
eflective, could not be expected to: do 


more than proclaim the rule of international: 


law in this sphere. Its enforcement is the 
duty of those to whom the task. of policing 
the world has been entrusted— whether they 
are aware of it or - not. 


COMMUNITY CENTRES 
POSTPONEMENT of the Community 
Centres Scheme was decided upon at the 
recent meeting of the Council of the United 
Synagogue It will be remembered that 
this scheme was launched in 1946 as a War 
Memorial and Thanksgiving Scheme. Hope- 
ful plans were made, including the inatigura- 
tion of an appeal for £750,000, and the 
formation of 16 local committees in the 
Metropolitan area. In anticipation of the 
raising of the required funds, architectural 
plans were published of an ambitious nature. 
These showed, attached to each synagogue, 
a centre which would provide facilities for 
all the many cultural, recreational, social, 
and educational aspects of communal life. 
Ihe suggested amenities were to include an 
assembly hall and a gymnasium, and were 
to range from a canteen and kitchen to a 
library and prayer-room. Photographs and 
drawings were prepared for a mobile exhibi- 
tion which would explain the scheme in 
visual form and bring home its advantages 
to Jewish congregations. Eloquent pleas in 
support were delivered from pulpit and plat- 
form. However, the necessary financial sup- 
port languished, and, last March, a Special 
Committee was set up to review the whole 
position. And this Committee’s report and 
recommendations, advising the postpone- 
ment of the scheme, have now been adopted 
by the United Synagogue Council. 

It 1s evident, however, that this action has 
been taken, not because of any abandoh- 
ment of the basic principle of the scheme, 
but solely because of the recognition that 
it is impossible to raise the required funds 
at the present time. The Hon. Ewen FE. 


Montacu, who has been such an untiring 


and enthusiastic champion of the plan, said 
that belief in the importance of community 
centres should be fostered and spread, and 
eventually this objective would be achieved 
as circumstances became more propitious. 
A lot will depend, however, on the inter- 
pretation of the term “community centre,” 
and whether the centres will be attached to 
individual synagogues or actually to com- 
munities. It may be noted that corrobora- 
tive evidence for the general principle of the 
Jewish Community Centre was advanced at 
the recent annual conference of the Associa- 
tion for Jewish Youth. There was striking 
testimony on the subject by RABBI SAMUFL 
H. Gorpon, who is Executive Director of 
the World Federation of Young Men's 
Hebrew Associations and Jewish Com- 
munity Centres. He made the distinction 
between the Jewish Community Centre and 
the Synagogue Community Centre which ts 
remarked on above, and that is one of the 
points which will require serious considera- 
tion before the United Synagogue’s scheme 
is revived. Throughout America, the Jewish 
Community Centre has rapidly grown into 
becoming a vitally important institution in 
Jewish life. It ts generally regarded as an 
essential factor—or a necessary comple- 
mentary influence to that of the Synagogue 

in the preservation of the Jewish way of 
life. One can scarcely doubt that, in 
Britain also, the imperative need for this 
institution must speedily become more and 
more apparent. In a letter on another 
page, a correspondent directs attention to 
some main considerations aflecting the in- 
auguration of any successful scheme. In 
view of the setback to the original plan, 
a fresh constructive approach would seem 
to be required 


BRITISH RECOGNITION 

He foreign affairs debate in the House of 
Commons last week was enlivened by a Con- 
servative move to break the deadlock on the 
subject of British recognition of Israel. Despite 
Mr. well-known sentiments, it is 
odd that the initiative should have come from 
the Opposition, which on the whole has shown 
itsell even more responsive to Arab. claims than 
Mr. Bevin “himself. The cause must be sought 
in the peculiar personal make-up of the Foreign 
secretary and the vested interest developed by 
his officials in the maintenance of the status quo, 
which enables them to pose before the Arab 
league as unbending opponents of Israel. This 
phase, however, is coming to an end with the 
split among the Arabs brought about by KING 
ABDtULL defection from the sacred cause. and 
Mr. EDEN’S suggestion may not have been 
entirely unwelcome to the Government. It cer- 
tainly enables the Foreign Secretary to execute 
a gracetul retreat if he is so minded—though to 
judge from Mr. Maynuew’s reply to the debate 
the Foreign Office sull hopes to employ the 
promise of recognition as a bargaining point in 
the coming discussions between Israel and Trans- 
jordan. The debate was interesting, too, for the 
spectacle of cross-party alinements between 
kindred spirits in both political camps. Mr 
RoBeRT Bootusy, Conservative, had no difficulty. 
lor mstance, in. making it clear that his senti- 
ments differed in no wise from those of Mr. R. H. 
C ROSSMAN, Labour. Both are a little lonely in 
their respective parties, whose characteristic 
prejudices were better represented by Mr. LEGGE- 
Bourke& for the Conservatives and Mr. Prick for 
the Socialists——though some Socialists must be 
wondering whether Mr. Prick is not sitting on 
the wrong side of the House. Mr. CLEMENT 
Davits, as befitted one of the heirs of the Liberal 
tradition, spoke as an unashamed pro-Zionist. 
and Mr. CHURCHILL, whose Liberal past is not 
so remote, described the emergence of Israel as 
“an event in world history.” It is probably too 
much to expect the Foreign Secretary to rise to 
such a tribute. Now that the Conservative 
Shadow Cabinet has spoken—-with the full 
support, no doubt, of Lorp Wootton—the 
Government need fear no public criticism if it 
brings the whole shameful story to an end. It 
might make a beginning by releasing the Cyprus 
detainees, for whose detention no shred of legal 
justification exists. 


DEPUTIES’ REPORT 


fHe Annual Report of the Board of Deputies 
for 1947, which has just been published, reflects. 
particularly in its attendance lists, the ebb and 
flow of the life of that body. It has lately been 
the practice of the Board to meet for a whole 
Sunday in each month, an expression perhaps 
of a child-like faith in the efficacy of prolonged 
debate among many of its members and leaders.

“COMMUNITY CENTRES SCHEME” 


Encouraging Local Initiative 
To the Editor of Tae Jewisn CHRronicLe 
From Mr. 8S. S. LEVIN 


Sin.—From the report of the Special 
Committee on the Community Centres 
Scheme. Mr. Finestein draws the lesson 
that progress now must depend on the 
initiative of local Boards of Management, 
and implies that the chance and the need 
of centralised planning has gone. As a 
member of the Special Committee, look- 
ing back on my experiences, the lesson 
I would suggest is that not less, but more 
unified planning is the only solution to 
achieve success. At the same ume, local 
initiative must be encouraged-——it 1s, un- 
fortunately, the exception rather than the 
rule in synagogue life. 

The planned provision of social and 
educational institutes is recognised as a 
necessity, and is being carried oul every- 
where except in the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity. One result of the planning of 
the wider commumty now in progress 
is that sites are being allocated for the 
various uses of land according to plan- 
ning schemes, and if the Anglo-Jewish 
Community wants to secure adequate 
places for its various communal func- 
tions im the new Metropolhs, musi 
tor no other reason-—prepare 
a plan for the siting of its essential 

[he community centre can serve as 
a pivot for this planning, bul u requires 
io be approached from a standpoint 
diflerent from that required for the provi- 
sion of synagogues. Different require- 
ments govern their respective locations; 
synagogues need to be within reasonable 
walking distance ot worshippers homes, 
bul community centres, which are used 
mainly on days other than Sabbaths, can 
be more widely spaced, provided regard 
iS had to easy accessibility by public 
transport, and provided, also, regard is 
had to adequacy of buildings and facili- 
for the they have to 
serve One community centre. there- 
ore, could serve two or more adijacen! 
synagogues, and this would have several 
advantages 

First, by bringing together members of 


different congregations and their families, 

would promote the community spirit, 
without diminishing local loyalties. 
Secondly. 11 would enable the cxpensive 
facilities of a community centre to be 
provided for more egonomically, and be 
more fully used than if there were onc 
centre for cach synagogue. 

Following the principle of securing the 
fullest possible use of the centres, they 
ought to serve aS Many purposes as pos- 
sible. The same premises could provide 
accommodation for social and recfea- 
tional activity for young groups, as well 


as adult organisations, for Hebrew 
religion classes, withdrawal — classes, 
kasher canteen centres. communal 


resiaurants, and additional accommoda- 
tion for religious services ; a few of them 
like the village colleges of Cambridge- 
shire. could provide for the sharing of 
the same site by a Jewish day school and 
community centre, with a school wing, 
an adult wing, and shared accommoda- 
tion. For these different uses, the centre 
would be required at different tumes of 
the day. and thus the centre could be in 
use for 14 hours a day on seven days 
a week 

Bur the provision of community centres 
does not involve merely the spending of 
money on communal services, it means 
saving the community «self. To cite 
only two instances: Jewish education is 
almost crippled everywhere by lack of 
suitable accommodation for classes, and 
Jewish young men and women are drift- 
ing, each their own way, outside the 
community to find the social and recrea- 
tional activity for which there are such 
poor facilities within it; and very many 
go, never to return. 

To undertake a scheme for the provi- 
sion of community cenires on these lines 
involving the integration of the needs of 
many vital communal services would 
require far-sighted planning, co-ordinated 
effort, and,. above all, team spirit. The 
present failure is a failure in local 
initiative and imagination This the 
United Synagogue alone can supply. and 
the lesson of the present failure is. there- 
fore, not less of the “ United” spirit, 
but more of it

Selfratsing flour, 8 oz.: castor sugar, 
4 oz.; margarine, 4 oz.; glacé cherries, 
3-4 oz.: eggs (fresh or reconstitutcd
